WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 12.—_ 
Continuing its inquiry into the speck- 
led -schemes of the’ now repudiated 
Southern Tariff Association, the sen- 
ate lobby investigating committee to- 
day unearthed evidence tending to 
show that J. W. Arnold, manager of 
the organization, sponsored elaborate 
plans for building up the republican 
party in the south by electing negroes 
to congress as democrats. 

Such a maneuver, Arnold thought, 
would result in the consolidation of 
gains made in the last national elec- 
tion ‘when four southern states cast 
their electoral votes for President 
Hoover. The program, as set forth | 
im doctiiments read into the record by 
denator T. H. Caraway, of Arkansas, 
the committee chairman, was to be 
based on the simple expedient of 
‘blackening’ the democratic party 
rather than “whitening” existing re- 
sublican organizations of the south. 

Says Curtis Approved. 

All of this, the documents showed,

Council Fails To Pro- 
vide $125,000 Needed.

Hope of occupying Atlanta's new 
city hall with entirely new furniture 
and new fixtures was abandoned Tues- 
day afternoon, when city council in 
special ‘session voted to anticipate 


,lease rentals for three years on the 
' present city hall site to provide $97,- 


000 necessary to pay for installation 
of fire apparatus, decorations and 
electrieal fixture equipment. 

In setting up the $97,000 and fail- 
ing to make any move to provide a 
fund of about $125,000 additional, re- 
quired to refurnish the new building 
completely, council followed the rec- 
ommendation of Mayor Il. N. Ragsdale 
and other administration heads. 

Even present equipment of the city 


council chamber will be moved into the 


new building, and the council as well 
rooms will be without 


draperies unless more money is ac- 
guired to provide them. 


The council chamber wil] fare as. 


all other rooms in the new building 
and there is no exception. A move to 
provide $16,000 for equipment for the 
chamber failed in the finance commit- 
tee. session preceding the council meet- 
ing, and was never brought to the 
floor of council for consideration, 
Councilman Howard C. McCutcheon, 
of the second ward and chairman of 
the special city hall committee, con- 
tending that all departments and every 
room of the new building should fare 
alike. 

A move on the part of Alderman 
Ed A. Gilliam, of the twelfth ward, 
to have council accept a proposal ‘of 
Ivan-Allen Marshall Company to fur- 
nish the city hal] on a deferred pay- 
ment plan on a 10 per cent cost’ plus 
basis was referred to the city hall 
committee after Mr. McCutcheon pro- 
tested that other bidders should be 
permitted to amend their bids if any 
other bidder were accorded that right. 

Following this, another paper was 
sent to the: committee authorizing 
members to receive any cost plus pro- 
posals from any other bidder.

Judge Rules State Board 


Start Condemnation 
Suits, Allocate: Moneys. 


FORT VALLEY, Ga., Nov, 12.— 
(P)—Right of the state highway de- 
partment to relocate a state route, to 
institute condemnation proceedings 
and to decide on distribution of tigh- 
way funds has been*upheld here by 
Judge H. A, Mathews in superior 
court. 

Property owners of Houston county 
in one action sought an in4unction 
to restrain the relocating of State 
Route No. 7 between Perry and Myr- 
tl. The court denied the petition, 
which also attacked the department’s 
method of distributing highway funds, 
contending that road money should be 


state road mileage within“he respec- 
tive counties. This system has not been 
followed by the board, its officers de- 
claring that such a. plan would ob- 
struct progress of road-building. 

In another action the Judge upheld 
the department’s condemnation pro- 
ceedings for construction of an over- 
head bridge over the tracks of the 
Central of Georgia railway. The prop- 
erty in question is in Houston county. 

Ruling on that part of the petitioa 
pertaining to the methods being fol- 
lowed by the highway board in distri- 
bution of highway funds, Judge Ma- 
thews cited from the acts of 1919 
and 1921. The former, he said, provid- 
ed that the money should be expended 
annually by congressional districts ac- 
cording to mileage, while the latter 
provided “apportionment” to counties 
on a basis of mileage within the re- 
spective counties. 

The judge held that the two acts 


do not conflict, but should be con- 
strued together, pointing out the dis- 
tinction between apportionment and 
expenditure, and gave as his ruling 
that neither act binds the highway 
board to expend money on a basis of 
state road mileage within the respec- 
tive eounties. . 
Touching further on this point of 
the petition, Judge Mathews said peo- 
ple of Houston county had no right to 
object to the methods practiced by the 
highway board, in that the county has 
already accepted more money’ than 
‘would accrue to it under the system 
the petitioners claimed should prevail.

Today’s Rain 


'Steadily-Mounting Precipi-' 


tation Aggregate Ap- 
proaches All-Time 
Record. 


Still more rain is scheduled to hit 
Atlanta today, according to the offi- 
cial forecast of C. F. von Herrmanh, 
local meteorologist, as the steadily 
mounting precipitation total for the 
year approaches an all-time record. 

With 1.06 inches added during the 
24-hour period ending Tuesday morn- 
ing, the total for the first 11 days 
of November reached 3.71, which ex- 
ceeds the normal quota for the en- 
tire month by more than half an inch. 
The total for the year was boosted to 
63.39 inches, representing an excess of 
21.82 inches. 

Mr. von Herrmann feels quite sure 
that the record for a single year, 
which is slightly in excess of 65 
inches, will be forced into the dis- 
card before many more weeks have 
passed. The normal December rain- 
fall is slightly more than four inches 
and this would be more than enough 
to force all former marks into the 
discard. 

Little change in temperature is an- 
ticipated today. Tuesday’s range was 
from 60 up to 72 and today’s ex- 
tremes are expected to be in the neigh- 
borhood of 58 and 78. The bureau 
chief is of the opinion that cooler 
weather is on the way and anticipates 
lower mercury readings toward the 
end of the week.

This 
condition was brought about by ueces- 
sity of repaying to banks $40,000 
which had been borrowed in the course 
of the last few: months to assure con- 
tinued operation of the welfare 
agencies, Even with this it was neces- 
sary to borrow anew $15,000 to make 
an approximate balance of expenses 
and receipts.

The audit by Ham Eidson & Com- 
pany showed the following receipts in 
October: Cash on 1927. subscrip- 
tions, $7; 1928 subscriptions, $123.25;

Stream -Gauging 
Need of Georgia, 
Geologist Says 


Georgia’s. principal need _ along 
geological lines, as seen by Dr. Wilbur 
Nelson, professor of geology at the 
University of Virginia and a visitor 
in Atlanta, is an adequate appropria- 
tion to finance a program of stream- 
gauging. 

Stream-gauging is the process of 
accumulating data on the flow of 
streams. It is of inestimable value, he 
said, for the purpose of estimating 
their potential horsepower, studying 
stream pollution in public health work, 
and, in general, utilizing the streams 
for the best interests of the state. 

“Other southern states,” Dr. Nel- 
son said, “have appropriations suffi- 
ciently large to enable them to carry 
on comprehensive programs. This is 
true particularly of Virginia and Ten- 
nessee. Georgia is one of the few that 
have no appropriation for such work.” 

Discussing the opportunity for fur- 
ther development of the south’s min- 
eral resources, Dr. Nelson said that 
several of the larger western and 
northern mining companies, within the 
last six months, had had their scouts 
in the south looking for deposits which 
would lend themselves to commercial 
development. 

The opportunity, at least, will be 
presented for the south’s mineral de- 
velopment to proceed hand in 
with its industrial development. Its 
mineral resources are attracting inter- 
est in the same manner that its in- 
dustrial opportunities are. 

r. Nelson expressed the opinion 
that southern capital should interest 
itself in southern undertakings. “Too 
often,” he declared, “the case is that 
outside capital is‘financing projects in 
the south. That means, of coursé, that 
the money will go outside the south.” 

Georgia, he said, is peculiarly for- 
tunate in its deposits of barite and 
ocher. The deposits in the vicinity of 
Cartersville, with which he is familiar, 
are among the largest available. Both 
are used in the manufacture of paints, 
oilcloth, linoleum: and similar prod- 
ucts. The deposits of kaolin and clay 
also attraet wide interest, he said.

ISSUES REMAIN SAME, 
SAYS BISHOP CANNON 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12—(4)—In 
his first statement to the press since 
the Virginia gubernatorial election, 
Bishop James Cannon, Jr., of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, — south, 
cabled from Montevideo, Uruguay, to- 
day that, while he regretted the de- 
cision of the voters, “Raskobian liber- 
alism versus southern democracy still 
remains the outstanding democratic 
party issue.” 

Cannon supported. William Moseley 
Brow, the candidate of the republic- 
an anti-Smith democrats, coalition, 
against John Garland Pollard, the reg- 
ular democratic candidate. Pollard 
won by approximately 70,000 votes. 

Commenting on a_ post-election 
statement of Pollard that his victory 
was “neither an approval nor a disap- 
provial of Governor Smith and Mr. 
Raskob,” Cannon said, “the vote in- 


dicates that many thousands of dry 
Virginians disagree with the impor- 
tance of emphasizing national issues 
in state elections.” 

Warfare to Continue. 

“T regret that decision,” the bishop 
added, “but prohibition warfare will 
continue with unabated vigor. MRas- 
kobian liberalism versus southern de- 
mocracy still remains the outstanding 
democratic party issue, accentuated by 
the recent triumph of ‘Tammanys 
graft, night clubs, speakeasies and 
Harlem. 

“I shall be glad if the dry Pollard 
stiipporters are sufficiently influential 
to secure Virginia’s insistent demand 
for the elimination of the Raskob 
control, but I think the Virginia elec- 
tion will encourage the wet press to 
make it more difficult to overthrow 
the domination of Raskobian liberal- 
ism, continuance of which means con- 
tinued democratic national defeat and 
disintegration.” 

Bishop’s Statement. 

The bishop's statement follows: 

“TI find that the press reports Dr. 
Pollard as making the following state- 
ment concerning the Virginia elec- 
tion : 

“ ‘The victory is neither an approval 
nor a disapproval ot Governor Smith 
and Mr. Raskob, but it is an approval 
of the democratic administration.’ 

“Have the wet press and the Ras- 
kob element accepted this interpre- 
tation? 

“In the statement which I gave out 
on October 7, 1929, I said: 

“The outstanding issue in the dem- 
ocratic party is Raskobism versus 
southern democracy.’ 

“They are as wide apart as the 
poles. The reason for my participa- 
tion in the campaign was because I 
was convinced that the election was 
an important battle in prohibition 
warfare. 

“In the statement of October 7, 
1929, I said: 

“‘Tf Pollard is elected it will be 
proclaimed as a triumph for the 
Smith-Raskob element. If Pollard is 
defeated the country will recognize 
that Virginia voters will not tolerate 
Raskob liberalism,’ 

“The vote indicates that many thou- 
sands of dry Virginians disagree with 
the importance of emphasizing nation- 
al issues in state elections. I regret 
that decision but prohibition warfare 
will continue with unabated vigor. 
Raskobian liberalism versus southern 
democracy still remains the outstand- 
ing democratic party issue accentu- 
ated by the triumph of Tammany’s 
graft, night clubs, speakeasies and 
Harlem. I shall be glad if the dry 
Pollard supporters are sufficiently in- 
fluential to secure Virginia’s insistent 
demand for the elimination of the Ras- 
kob control, but I think the Virginia 
election will encourage the wet press 
to make it more difficult to over- 
throw the domination of Raskobian 
liberalism, continuance of which 
means continued democratic national 
defeat and disintegration.” 


Government Takes 
Steps To Expedite — 
Citrus Shipments 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—(?)— 
Although the Mediterranean fruit fly 
quarantine in Florida already has 
been modified sufficiently to permit 
shipment of sterilized citrus fruit to 
southern and western states, the de- 
partment of agriculture has invited 
state agricultural officers to confer 
here next Saturday preliminary to au- 
thorizing such shipments.

REJECT LAVARRE PLAN

MACON, Ga., Nov. 12.—(/)—Argu- 
ments over dismissal of an attachment 
held by William LaVarre on the stock 
of three South Carolina newspapers 
was re-opened briefly today when at- 
torneys for Harold Hall, former as- 
sociate of LaVarre, declined to accept 
a modified dismissal order as drawn 
by counsel for LaVarre. 

Placing the matter again before 
Federal Judge Bascom 8S. Deaver at 


Scott Russell, of-counsel for Hall, 
pointed to an apparent § misunder- 
standing in terms of the agreement 
reached yesterday. 

“It was our belief,” Russell said, 
“that LaVarre agreed to dissolve ‘the 
attachment by December 8, regardless 
of whether the International Paper & 
Power Co. had filed an answer to his 
suit in the South Carolina courts by 
that time. The phrasing of this order 
now makes dismissal of the attach- 
ment dependent on the condition that 
the paper company has made answer 
by December 8, the time limit set for 
such action, and we object to it.” 

After examining the order, Judge 
Deaver declared there was no neces- 
sity for any complicated form of 
agreement and said he would not sign 
it 


“IT am going to speak plainly,” he 
said. “There is only one of two 
things to be done in this situation. 
Hither Mr. LaVarre or his counsel 
must promise that this attachment 
will be dissolved within the specified 
time, or he will have to go to jail. I 
have no wish to put anyone in jail, 
but this is a court order that must be 
obeyed.”’ 

Irving F. Belser, chief of counsel 
for LaVarre, disclaimed any intention 
to depart from the original agreement 
as they understood it, and he gave 
his promise for LaVarre, who was not 
present, that they would abide by the 
courts interpretation. The matter 
was left in that status without sign- 
ing of a formal court order. Dissolu- 
tion of the attachment is sought so 
that the stock’ may be transferred to 
J. T. Webb, Jr., court commissioner. 

LaVarre’s hearing before Pope F., 
Brock, special master, to render an ac- 
counting. of the $875,000 he received 
from the paper company to purchase 
four Georgia and South Carolina news- 
papers, was concluded late . today.

Failure of the state to prove, in 
prosecuting Willie Youngblood in the 
Bacon superior court, that a freight 
car was marked “Frisco,” as alleged 
in the indictment, saved the defend- 
ant from a term of from one to three 
years imprisonment. Youngblood was 
charged with entering the car with 
intent to steal. 

The court of appeals Tuesday 
handed down a decision reversing his 
conviction and remanding the case for 
a new trial. 

The indictment specially designated 
the car with which the defendant was 
charged with entering as bearing the 
name and number, “Frisco, No. 
130476.” The state proved the num- 
ber of the car, but the defense took 
advantage in asking for a new trial 
of its failure to show in evidence that 
the name was painted on the car's 
side. 

The rule of law to be followed, 
the court of appeals said, is, “If the 
indictment sets out the offense as hav- 
ing been done in a particular way, 
the proof must show it also, or there 
will be a variance, and where there 
is a necessary allegation which can- 
not be rejected, yet the pleader makes 
in unnecessarily minute in the way 
of description, the proof must sat- 
isfy the description as well asthe 
trhain part.” 

The word “Frisco” might have been 
left out of the indictment without 
harm, the court said, but since it 
was. inserted, it became descriptive 
matter which is legally essential and 
cannot be rejected as surplusage.

The court further held that it is 
enough that the indictment accom- 
panying the requisition shows in 


general terms the commission of a, 


crime in the state demanding the 
fugitive, and it need not be suf- 
ficient as a criminal pleading. In 
other words, an attack upon the 
regularity or sufficiency of the in- 
dictment must be made in the state 
court where it was returned. 


The decision of the Minnesota 
supreme court is in strict line with 
the general judicial interpretation 
of the comity between states under 
the constitution. of the United 
States, which provides that ‘‘a per- 
son charged in any state with trea- 
son, felony or other crime, who 
shall flee from justice, and be found 
in another state, shall on demand 
of the executive authority of the 
state from which he fled, be deliv- 
ered up to be removed to the state 
having jurisdiction of the crime.” 

That mandate of the supreme law 
of the land has been arrogantly set 
aside by governors in Indiana, 
Michigan, Massachusetts and Maine, 
sometimes in cases from Georgia. 
Criminal fugitives have been set 
free because some governor as- 
sumed to interpret the laws of 
Georgia as he thought they ought 
to be and not as they are. So the 
action of the Minnesota supreme 
court is refreshing and helpful to 
the general cause of justice.

BABY. 

Ripe banana is not only highly nu- 
tritious (460 calories In the pound, 
‘compared with apple which’ has 290 
calories ‘and orange which has 240 
calories in the pound), but is in itself 
a fairly well. balanced meal providing 
13 per cent protein, 0.6 per cent fat, 
22 per cent carbohydrate,. 75 per cent 
water, 0.8 per cent mineral sat- 
isfactory quantities of vitamins A, B, 
C, even a bit of vitamin E, though 
not en vitamin D {which pre- 
vents rickéts) to meet the require- 
ments of human nutrition. In vita- 
min C (which prevents. scurvy) ba- 
nana will serve very well instead of 
orange or tomato or may be used in 
the baby’s diet for this purpose as a 
variation from orange juice or tomato 
juice. I'd gladly stretch a few points 
and hazard my hard earned reputation 
for being poor but honest to assure 
earnest young mothers ‘that banana 
might be used in lieu of cod liver eil 
to provide an adequaté ration of vita- 
min D in the ‘baby’s diet, if it were 
so. But, alas, the fates are against 
us; it does seem that we had just 
about administered the coup de grace 
to the old caster oil complex.and were 
ready for three rousing chortles from 
all the sad young ones, when along 
came this big push for vitamin 
which makes it incumbent on all godd 
doctors or health, authorities to pro- 
mulgate the slogan, “The Healthy 
Way—Once Every Day Cod Liver Oil 
the Baby.” Believe me, I'd never 
flavor this banana party with cod 
liver if I dared omit it. But when I 
think of babies raised without any 
cod liver oil I have dreadful visions of 
thousands of little bow legged, pigeon 
breasted, hump backed, square headed, 
pot bellied, hammer down, pale, flabby 
bimbos who got that way because 
their parents failed to feed ’em enough 
vitamin D, or didn’t even let the poor 
little tikes have any free sunbaths 
when sunlight ‘was to be had without 
cost. 

Several months ago I told here 
about the remarkable advantages Dr. 
Ludo Meysenbug, of New Orleans, has 
found in banana diet for babies from 
four months to two years of age. Not 
exclusive banana diet, but just a rea- 
sonable amount of well ripened ba- 
nana every day in addition to the regu- 
lar milk diet. It starts some puny in- 
fants gaining steadily in weight: it 
completely cures some who have been 
suffering from wunder-nutrition with 
marked constipation as one of its 
manifestations. 

Here it seems worth while to tell 
all the dumb young mothers—particu- 
larly college graduates and others who 
have been superficially educated—su- 
perciliously might be a better word 
for it—that under-feeding, insufficient 
food, is the usual cause of constipa- 
tion in infants, and resort to physics, 
enemas and other artificial aids, 
whether approved by doctors or not, 
is only a contributing factor. But, 
shucks, when these dumb young moth- 
ers are armed with some antique 
guidebook such as Holt’s they’re worse 
than the most bucolic patrons of the 
almanac and the testimonial game; 
they’re more than merely dumb; 
they’re wiseacres. 

Banana for a baby must be thor- 
oughly ripe; no green in the skin, 
pulp soft and yellow but.not brown or 
mushy; it should be run through a 
sieve; a teaspoonful is enough to give 
the baby the first day. ‘Then week 
by week increase the daily ration an- 
other spoonful till the baby takes 
eight or ten spoonfuls. After that 
the baby will tell you just how much 
he wants.

TAX BOARD ALLOWS 
DEDUCTION OF SUM 
PAID TO LOBBYIST 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—(4)—A 
decision that money paid a lobbyist is 
a necessary and ordinary business ex- 
pense is being studied by the attor- 
ney general's office to determine if an 
appeal shall be made. 

he decision, made by the United 
States Board of Tax Appeals in an 
Alabama case, held that $7,750 which 
the tax payer listed as paid for lobby- 
ing was deductible from his gross in- 
come. The courts previously have held 
that money paid a lobbyist could not 
be deducted from gross income. 

The claim was made by a gasoline 
and motor oil dealer on the ground 
that he had paid the sum to an at- 
torney for services in connection with 
legislation relating to the standards of 
motor fuel in his state. 

It was pointed out that corpora- 
ions have been denied the right to de- 
duct from gross income expenditures 
made as contributions to associations 
and organizations for propaganda and 
lobbying purposes to influence legis- 
lation. 

There was no suggestion that ser- 
vices rendered by the attorney in con- 
nection with the Alabama legislation 
were illegal. 


SEN. HEFLIN TO ASK |

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—(4)— 
Failure of the senate audit committee 
to make a report today on his resolu- 
tion proposing an investigation of the 
New York, Chicago and New Orleans

notice he would ask for immediate ac- 
tion tomorrow by the senate.

Committee Claims B Has 
No Right To Dietate to 
States.

.NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—(4)—The 
Voluntary Comniittee of Lawyers, Inc., 
through its executive committee, in a 


statement today took issue with Presi- 
dent Hoover's “assumption that states 
are under obligation to pass prohibi- 


tion laws,” and challenged his right 
to advise state legislatures as to the 
enactment of any state laws. 

The statement was issued in view | 
of reports that dry leadérs were pre- | 
paring a new state enforcement act | 
to.be brought before the next New | 
York legislature, and would use the 
préesident’s inaugural admonition to} 
further the prospects of the measure. 

“The . president of the 
States,” said the statement, “has no | 
right to lay down any policy for the 
legislature of New York or any other 
sovereign state. The grant of powers 
to the executive is limited to such 
as the constitution confers in ex- 
plicit terms. He has no other powers. 
‘He shall,’ so reads the constitution, 
‘give to the congress information of 
the state of the union, and recom- 
mend to their consideration such meas- 
ures as he shall deem necessary and 
expedient.’ The constitution contains 
no mention of any power to exercise 
this function with reference to any 
legislative body except the congress. 

“We must not forget that this dis- 
pute is quite independent of party 
lines. Full of danger is this assumed 
right of the executive to hold up to 
nationwide obloquy the people and the 
legislatures of sovereign states, be- 
cause they do not choose to bow down 
to the ruling of the executive that 
these states “have failed ‘to accept
